No Casualties

bearing a Japanese name, opened 
fire on Nauru shortly after dawn, 
inflicting considerable damage but 
no casualties. 
Rich in war vital nitrates, Nauru

Hawaii.

H ereafter, when politicians 
and 
sentim entalists 
speak feelingly about th at cherished Institution, the 
great American family, 
some 
of 
the things they 
should bear in mind are: 
There are three tenths fewer persons in the family 
now than there were away back there in 1930, when 
it had all the way to 4-1 whereas under the average 
roof today there are only 3.8. 
This does not represent net loss, however .because 
during the decade, instead of an Increase of 2.000.006 
families, which is what the census takers expected 
to find, there was an increase of 4,900,000 families. 
T hat happened because families divided up; tl.e m ar­ 
ried daughter and her husband finally got a place of 
their own and now are a family in their own right, 
instead of being lumped with the daughter’s original 
family—and lumped was putting it mildly, to hear 
her husband tell It. 
Furtherm ore, this was one of the really im portant 
things revealed by the census, because each family 
is a prospective buying unit; th at is, each family 
m ust have its own kitchen sink, its own radio etc. 
There actually were more 
customers 
for 
certain 
family necessities in 1940 than the persons in the 
business of furnishing the 
necessities 
realized, in 
other words. 
Ohio, incidentally, sustains its reputation of being 
Just a good, average place in which to live. 
In 1930 
its average family of 3.9 was .2 less than the n a­ 
tional average. In 1910 its average family of 3.6 still 
was only .2 off the national average. 
California, on 
the other hand, that state where nothing ever is quite 
normal, was .6 below average. 
Biggest families in 
the United States were in North Carolina, 4.1* mem­ 
bers. 
No one presuming to talk about the American 
family, or home and fireside, as far as th a t’s con­ 
cerned, and who doesn’t know the size of the average 
family in North Carolina, can pose as an authority 
any longer.

One of the significant things about priorities then, 
Incidentally, was the fact they weren’t authorized ex­ 
pressly by law, but were worked out between govern­ 
m ent and industry on a voluntary basis th at later 
became strictly compulsory. 
T hat is. industry did 
what it was expected to do 
knowing 
there was no 
ether way to get anything done at all. 
T he system was extended to buyers, too. 
Every 
buyer had to get a priorities certificate rating hts 
older on its degree of urgency. W ith this certificate 
he would go to the producer 
or 
Jobber, to have it 
worked in with the war program. Supplies and labor 
did not go to the man 
making 
the 
highest offer, 
but to the man with the highest need. 
P riorities—the word and the idea—will be much 
heard of in 1941, in all probability. 
It is not too 
soon to start getting acquainted with one of the most 
m omentous ideas of the times.

To th at end, they deprived pop­ 
ulations of all luxuries and many necessities. 
They 
built military dictatorships. 
T he vision they conjured up for their populations 
was composed of promises of national power.

They were to be­ 
come so strong th at no path could be blocked; they 
were to be masters. 
Somewhere, in the rem ote future, when all scores 
had been settled and G erm any and Italy had gained 
everything they wanted, they were to settle down 
to peace and world supremacy, but first there had to 
be war and the sacrifices of war.

If the average decline of ap ­

years can be maintained, the tu ­ 
berculosis 
death 
rate 
in 
1950 
would be 32; in 1960. 21; in 
1970,

In 
accomplishing 
this

most of it will have to be done by 
public health work in deliberately 
rooting out cases in the population 
and 
sending 
them 
to 
sanitaria. 
This work is called case-finding. 
How many sanitarium beds will 
it take? In 1938 it was estim ated) 
that* there were 732 institutions in 
the United States with 90.000 beds 
which could be used for tubercu­ 
losis eases. 
This is I Mi beds per 
annual death. 
It Is estim ated that 
a minimum of 2 beds 
for 
each 
annual death are needed if a good 
ease-finding 
program 
is 
carried 
out. 
This will mean about 60.000 
more beds than we have at present 
available. 
Case-finding 
The case-finding method is nec­ 
essary because so 
many 
people 
with tuberculosis 
do not realize 
th at they have anything the m at­ 
ter with them. 
They go on with 
slight symptoms, do not seek med­ 
ical advice and. in fact, many cases 
feel better than people who 
are 
not sick at all. 
Only when some j 
dram atic event occurs, such as a j 
hemorrhage from the lungs, 
or I 
the disease becomes so 
extensive j 
as to cause real disability, do they 
realize their condition and ask for 
a diagnosis. 
A great deal of ad­ 
vance could be made if these peo­ 
ple would learn to recognize their 
symptoms in the early stages and 
seek advice. 
One early sign is 
hemorrhage 
from the lungs. 
This 
naturally 


frightens and depresses the per­ 
son to whom it occurs, but it may 
be a blessing in disguise because 
it is sufficiently dram atic to make 
him seek medical advice, and also 
because it is not necessarily a sign 
of late tuberculosis. In fact, 
it 
may occur quite early — certainly 
early enough for successful treat­ 
ment. 
Another 
significant 
thing 
Is 
pleurisy. In 
any pleurisy 
where 
the pain is bad enough to put the 
patient to bed and result in fever 
and disability for several 
days, it 
should be regarded as a premoni­ 
tory sign of tuberculosis. 
O ther Early Symptoms 
Other early symptoms are fa­ 
tigue which Is unnatural—th at is, 
fatigue which cannot be explained 
by the am ount of exertion or work 
done. Of course, cough and expec­ 
toration, 
afternoon 
fever 
and 
night sweats may be early or are 
likely to be late signs. 
There 
are 
however, many forms 
of 
cough 
which are not called "cough". One 
is a cold th a t hangs on, or recur­ 
rent colds in the winter. All these 
demand careful examination. 
Remember th a t In many 
cases 
the primary 
complex 
occurs 
in 
childhood but th a t a danger period 
Is in adolescence when the reinfec- 


uve, cnromc lo rn of tuberculosis 
of the lungs develops. 
The num­ 
ber of these cases increases through 
the twenties and thirties, and the 
mortality peak Is reached 
during 
during the 
thirties. 
In this age 
then, the symptoms 
and 
signs 
which I have indicated should be 
of particular significance.

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UNCOVER REMAINS j 
OF OLD FURNACE 


Two Salem Men Make In­ 
teresting Observations 
Near Lisbon 


(C ontinued from Page I) 


to tlhe walls and the furnace w a s 1 
filled w ith d irt to a point below 
Hie 'top of th e bosh, where a layer 
of lim estone was found'. 
“Below 
the lim estone "^D aw son 
revealed, “ was a heavy iron slag I 
containing lum ps of stone, an d be­ 
low th a t a coarse 
red 
slag 
wit!* 
m any pieces of unburned charcoal 
no doubt dating 'to th e last tim e the 
furnace was blown o u t m ore th an 
IOO yens before. O n the inside of j 
the h earth was a heavy coating of 
dark green, glass-like, m elted slag 
which had run down th e walls.” 
Considerable excavation was nec­ 
essary on the outside to uncover 
the tuyere arch on th e side and 
th e tap hole arch a t the front. The 
tuyere 
is 
the 
opening 
through 
which air or a blast is blown into 
the furnace. 
Plate Is Found 
In the stone arch at the top of 
the tap opening was found an iron 
plate filler with the word “New”, 
probable a plate from the Rebecca 
of New Lisbon. 
From the Ohio P atrio t of Lisbon. 
of 1811, th e Salem m en obtained a 
description of the m ethods of op­ 
erating the furnace. 
T he furnace 
was in blast about nine m onths of 
each year. For this there were two 
reasons. O ne was the cold w inter 
w eather. The other was the fact 
th a t the interior of the lining was 
destroyed in less th an a year be­ 
cause the outside 
walls 
were 
so 


heavy the generated h e at was not 
relie vea. 
Dawson and M aw hinney found in 
the report of David Scott, assistant 
to th e O hio district 
m arshal, 
as 
contained in T he P atriot, the ca­ 
pacity of the Rebecca furnace was 
two tons of iron per day, at $90 a 
ton, or sales of about $49,000 per 
year. T he county population a t the 
tim e was 10,885 as com pared with 
today's 80.484. 
The furnace, 
D aw son’s 
records 
show, was built in 180'*. 
Original 
product was a 
1 0-plate stove for 
wood burning, know n as “The R e­ 
becca of New Lisbon”. Late prod­ 
ucts Were plow irons, dog irons, pots 
and kettles. 
“In 1821”, Dawson said, “Gideon 
Hughes, the builder, in partnership 
w ith Joshua M alin and other in­ 
terested business m en from P itts­ 
burgh, built a rolling mill, forges 
and nail m achinery fu rth er up the 
creek. About 1830, it appears from 
the files of the 
Lisbon 
Journal. 
Hughes failed financially and Ben­ 
jam in W ilson and P erry Doyle be­ 
cam e owners of th e plant. 
“The Wilson property was th a t 
later acquired by th e grandfather 
of President M cKinley, after whom 
the present boy scout reservation 
is nam ed. 
It is said the father of 
the President lived 
there 
until 
about two years before th e birth of 
the latter in Niles. 
“From the records 
it 
appears 
th a t a flood inn 1832 
destroyed 
the mill and m achinery” .

figures indicated only one person j 
w as taken off relief for every three 
jobs created in private 
industry. 
He added th a t m any persons on 
relief rolls were not qualified for 
jobs in defense industries.

should be a substantial reduction j 
in non-defense expenditures, 
but 
added th a t “relief is th e
